William K. Ackerman, ex-Cuntrolier of 
Chicago and ex-President of the Illinois Cen- 
tral- from which it may bo assumed he has 
the interest: of the city and the company at 
heart—said yesterday : 


“Having followed the Lake-Front matter 


from the passage of the act in 1869, I noticed 
wien great satisfaction what I regarded as 
a final and practical settlement of the mat- 
ter as set forth in the agreement made be- 
tween the Mayor and the President of the 
Ininois Central railroad comipany. 

“It seems to me that agreement in all its 
details is eminently fair, both to the city and 
the railroaé company. While it gives to the 
latter some advantages in the way of in- 
creased facilities for reaching tneir freight 
grounds, it entails upon them a heavy ex- 
penditure on account of the construction of 
the sea wall and the cost of track depression. 
On the other hand, the city is put in a posi- 
tien to carry out its cherished plan of creat- 
ing an additional park for its citizens. 

It seems unjust, therefore, after the May- 
or has been able to accomplish so much in 
the way of negotiation, to load down the pro- 
posed ordinance with amendments that can- 
rot be carried, and, if they could, would 
only serve to make it impossible for the rail- 
road company to accept the ordinance in that 
form. What right has the City of Chicago 
to expect the railroad company to build ‘a 
viaduct so that the people can reach the 
North Side more convericntly? When the 
time comes to undertake this (and it will 
eventually be done) let the people whose 
property will be benefited be taxed for it, but 
don’t spoil the good bargain the Mayor has 
made by asking that which is ciearly unrea- 
sonable. 

Boulevard Teo Expensive. 

„As for the boulevard scheme to the south, 
as it appears to me, that contingency is too 
remote to justify the thwarting ot the whole 
scheme of a Lake-Front park at this time. 
Personally I do not believe a boulevard will 


Jever be built out in the lake. Its construc- 


tion would involve an expenditure of mill- 
ions of dollars, and its maintenance would 
be a serious item of expenditure annually. 
„From Park row to Fifty-first street the 
Iumois Central railroad company owns the 
riparian rights. They purchased them, are 
rightfully in possession, and cannot law- 
fully be dispossessed. It is not worth while 
to attempt to decry their value, as was done 
at the Kenwood meeting last Saturday even- 


ing. 

I remember in 1852, when the Illinois Cen- 
tral company was procuring its right of way 
through the Douglas property, near Thirty- 
fifth street, that Stephen A. Douglas told 
their agent he could have the right of way 
through’ his property, but on no account 
cowld he have the riparian rights, as he con- 
sidered them of greater value than all his 
property west of the tracks.

ADOPTS THE LAKE-FRONT REPORT. 


Civic Federation in Favor of the City 
and Illinois Central Agreement. 

At the meeting of the Civic Federation at 

the Palmer House last night the Lake-Front 
problem was discussed and the report of the 
Municipal committee indorsing, with two 
amendments, the agreement between the 
city and the Illinois Central railway was 
adopted after considerable debate. The sub- 
ject was brought up by the. reading, of the 
report of the Municipal committee by Chair- 
man W. A. Giles. 
Mr. Giles stated at a meeting of his com- 
mittee the subject of the settlement of the 
Lake-Front difficulty had been discussed 
and a resolution on the subject adopted. 
The resolution was to the effect that the 
agreement entered into between Mayor 
Swift and the officials of the Illinois Central 
railway was in the main fair and equitable 
and should be indorsed, but that if possible 
the following changes should be made: (1) 
A stipulation that a bridge be erected across 
the harbor opposite Park row, and (2) that 
preparations be made in the general im- 
provements for a viaduct over the mouth of 
the river connecting the North Side with the 
business district, and (3) that a clause be 
inserted permitting the walls erected along 
the Illinois Central to be lower than twenty- 
two feet above data if desirable. 

John G. Shortall wanted to know. if the 
committee wanted to cause the railway any 
additional expenditure. The Illinois Cen- 
tral, he said, would never consent to that, 
nor did he think it just to impose such con- 
ditions. 

Mr. Giles said such was not the intention 
of the committee. Personally he thought 
the lowering of the walls would be agree- 

to the railway and desirable to the 
people, for it would afford a better view of 
the park and lake. 

President Baker said he thought it would 
be unfortunate to suggest any changes in 
the agreement. 

“While we may think the bargain was not 
the best that could or should have been se- 
eured,“ said he, it would not be well to 
give the obstructionists—they are some- 
prt called by a harsher term—a chance to 

hold up’ the agreement.“

- doubtedly saved a young woman from cer- 
tain death on the Alley Elevated railroad 
yesterday morning. But for his presence 
of mind and powerful arm she would have 
been ground to pieces beneath the car wheels 
or dashed from the trestle. 

Mr. Thompson was the hero of the United 
States Express offices yesterday. He bore 
his honors modestly. He said: 

I live at No. 3445 Armour avenue, and 
have been employed by the United States Ex- 
press company for eight years. At 7:40 this 
morning I boarded a north-bound Alley L 
train at Thirty-fifth street. I was on the 
front platform of the second car. As soon 
as I got on the car I noticed a youhg woman 
trying to get on. The conductor had the 


gate half closed. The train was starting up.

Highwaymen Rob a Broker at Four- 
teenth Street and Shoot at George 
Hankins When He Comes to the Vic- 
tim’s Rescue—Frank Wood anid 
Charles Freeman in the Clutches of 
Armed Thieves at Twenty~-sixth 
Street—Rendezvous Raided. 

Michigan avenue and its hotels seem to 
be the favorite stamping ground of high- 
waymen and robbers.

As soon as the grand jury was 
asked to subpcena a number of witnesses it 
voted to drop the entire matter. Before the 
names of these witnesses were published in 
the daily papers they were taken down to the 
Stock-Yards district by two of the grand 
jurymen. I do not think any of these wit- 
nesses could have been found if wanted. 
Had they been wanted a special grand jury 
might have been called.“ Then Mr. Baker 
paid his compliments to Sheriff Pease. 

“People say that court-rooms and politics 
are not clean and nice places for women,“ 
said Mrs. Catherine Waugh McCulloch in the 
course of her remarks on the work of the 
Social Purity committee, but they are 
lovely places compared to the committec- 
room of a Methodist conference. It took 
courage to invade a conference in the prose- 
cution of our work, but we had courage and 
we went to Elgin in the cause of an unfortu- 
nate woman and we fought against half a 
dozen secret: societies, and in the end we 
won. Unless we can purify the high places 
we cannot expect our cause to progress. 
Courage is needed for the struggle, and if 
we women, we of the weaker sex, have cour- 
ege, it seems to me you great, strong men 
should be brave enough to help us.“ 

Mrs. McCulloch said she had cards printed 
containing the addresses of homes where un- 
fortunatés would be cared for at any hour. 
These she requested her audience to take 
with them and distribute whenever oppor- 
turlity offered. Through the efforts of the 
Social Purity committee women had been 
stationed in the different police courts to 
look after the failen, and they were already 
accomplishing much good. 

“But politics count in everything,“ she 
said in conclusion. Put women in politics 
and everything will come right in time.“

Eustie, Who sends to him newspapers, books, 
‘money, tobaceo, delicacies. and all that is per- 
mitted to be sent to a prisoner. I do not think 
my husband will live a year in the French prison, 
for he was ill for a whole year before his arrest 
on March 20 last.

She Scores Consul Campbell.

HAS OUTGROWN THE OLD FACTORY. 


: Company’s New Building 
for Heavy Machine Work. 
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EDWARD ATKINSON'S SPEECH THE 
FEATURE AT ATLANTA. 


He Urges on the American Bankers’ 
Association That the Government 
Should Issue Sufficient Bonds to Re- 
tire All the Greenbacks and the 
Sherman Notes—Mr. St. John Replies 
but Gets Frosty. Reception—Efforts 
for Broader Convention Defeated. 


Atlanta, Ga... Oct. 17.— Special. -The 


American Bankers’ Association has elected 
E. H. Pullen President and Robert J. Lowry 
Vice-President and has adjourned. Mr. Pul- 
len is Vice-President of the National Bank 
of the Republic of New York City, and his 
election breaks the time-honored custom of 
the association under which the first Vice- 
President has always been promoted to the 
Presidency. Douglas H. Thomas, President 
of the Merchants’ National Bank of Balti- 
more, was First Vice-President, but he de- 


‘clined to have his name presented for the 


Presidency. The election of Robert J. Low- 
ry of the Lowry Banking company of At- 


lanta was a recognition of the hospitality 


which the association has met here. Mr. 
Lowry was Chairman of the Atlanta Recep- 
tion committee. 

‘The feature of the day was the paper read 
by Edward Atkinson on the pending reform 
in the monetary system. He took a strong 
stand in favor of the absolute retirement of 
both the greenbacks and the Sherman notes. 
He believes that such retirement-should be 
accomplished with an issue of bonds large 
cnough to retire immediately all, those notes 
outstanding. Further than that he believes 
the national bank should offer to take 6200, 
000,000 bonds on a 8 per cent. basis or less. 
the proceeds of those bonds being used to 
retire the legal tenders and Sherman notes. 


Edward Atkinson Talks of Finance. 


Edward Atkinson of Boston was warmly 
applauded in his references to President 
Cleveland. He said in his speech: 

This suggestion of a general kind for the ap- 
pointment of a committee or commission to cop - 
erate with the Executive Department of the gov- 
ernment may be rightly-supplemented by some 
further practical suggestions for attaining the pur- 
pose aimed at. I need not say that unless some 
way is found under existing laws for the with- 
drawal by the government of whatever excess of 
legal tender notes there are now in forced cireula- 
tion, or unless Congress shall enact laws to that 
end, if present laws will not permit the Secre- 
tary to act, all our efforts to reform our monetary 
system will fail. In that event there can de no 
such codperation between the banks and the Treas- 
ury as I hope for, and each class of money eorpo- 
rations must protect itself, until through recurring 
panics and financial crises public opinion is 
brought to the point of compelling Congress to act. 


I do not anticipate any such necessity. The ex- 


isting laws are adequate, and one panic has suf - 
ficed. Public opinion will sustain effective action, 
and if that power is used no Congress, no matter 
how bitter it may be im its partisan quality, will 
dare inferfere with the application of existing acts 
to the remedy of the evil. We must first-consider 
the question of what is an adequate supply of full 
legal tender money. 


As to Lawful Money. 


The lawful money which fs of full legal tender in 
this country now consists of four kinds: First, of 
gold coin; second, of silver dollars of full legal 
tender, represented in circulation by silver certifi- 
cates, which are not themecives a legal tender; 
third, the legal tender notes which were issued for 
the collection of a forced loan during the conduct 
of the war in 1862 and 1868; fourth, the legal tender 
Treasury notes which were issued under the act of 
1890 for the collection of a forced loan for purchas- 
ing additional silver bullion. 

The fact cannot be too urgently or too often 
stated that the reason why the credit of the gov- 
ernment notes has been impaired, and the reason 
why the debt bearing interest has lately been in- 
creased 3183. 000, 000 and may be soon increased 
$100,000,000 more, is because the government has 
incurred a debt due on demand by means of a 
forced loan to the amount of over $500,000,000 for 
the purchase of silver bullion under the Bland and 
Sherman acts. The mine owners and bullion deal- 
ers have put the silver upon the government, 
which was forced to buy it under the Bland and 
Sherman acts. The government has paid for the 
silver by increasing its demand debt $500,000,000 
in legal tender notes. The silver miners and bull- 
ion dealers have been enabled to force these notes 
into circulation under the legal tender provisions. 
The mine owners and bullion dealers have secured 
their profits, and the community must pay the 
debt and interest and meet the loss by way of tax- 
ation. The Bland. and Sherman acts have cost us 
$500,000,000, less the value cf the bullion in the 
Treasury and in the dollars coined. 


To Avoid Evil Conditions. 


There are now but two ways out of these evil 
conditions, First, the government might sell in- 
terest-bearing bends to such an extent for gold as 
te increase the gold reserve up to the point whe 
the confidence of the community ‘in absolute re- 
demption in gold coin will be revived, but no liv- 
ing man can determine what that reserve of gold 
must be. Second, the true way out is a simple 
and ready one. The Treasury may provide itse!f 
with gold by the sale of bonds so as to enable it, 
in coSperation with the national. banks, to meet 
any possible demand of the people for the re- 
demption of the government notes as fast as they 
are presented; In that event if the volume of 
paper money is redundant it will be reduced by re 
denrpfion; if it is not redundant it will continue 
in circulation. 

There may be no present question about the 
lawful power of the Secretary of the Treasury 
to reissue the legal tender notes of 1862-and 1863 
under the provisions of the act which has con- 
verted that loan into a permanent loan until fur. 
ther action of Congress. There ‘is, however, very 
grave doubt of the lawful power of the Secretary 
of the Treasury to reissue the Treasury notes of 
1890 which have been paid in coin. 

There is no question about its being his duty to 
cancel and destroy all the notes of this issue which 
are paid in silver dollars. There is a clause in 
the Sherman act which provides that the amount 
of silver bullion at its cost and the dollars coined 
therefrom under this act shall always be no more 
and no less than the amount of notes outstanding 
under the act. It has sometimes been held that 
under this provision it might be the duty of the 
Secretary of the Treasury to reissue the notes 
which are not paid in silver notwithstanding the 
fact that it Is left entirely to the discretion of 
the Secretary to pay these notes either in gold or 
in silver according to his judgment. 

Disposition of Treasury Notes. 
It is urged that if these Treasury notes are paid 


in gold and are not reissued the amount of silver 
in. the Treasury at its cost and the dollars coined

It has long 
been the bitter complaint of many members 
that the association is conducted for the 
self-glorification of the Executive Council, 
and that the meetings are unproductive of 
good and lacking in benefit to those who at- 
tend them because there is no frée discus- 
sion of living subjects permitted: The 
constitution has confined all discussion, 
resolutions, and motions to such sub- 
jects as were presented to the Bxecutive 
Council at least thirty days before the an- 
nual meeting and receive the sanction of the 
council, That has prevented absolutely ail 
spontaneous action in the conventions and 
has made impossible any action which the 
Evecntive Council lid „at anrrewea -f 

That clause of the titution was 
changed so as to permit the Executive Coun- 
cil to immediately report a subject doing 
away with the thirfy days’ preliminary no- 
tice. That did not satisfy the more progres- 
sive element, and Mr. Farson wished to have 
the clause repealed altogether so‘as to per- 
mit of free discussion and a convention 
Which will not be wholly controlled by an 
Executive Council. The Executive Council, 
however, reported unanimously against such 
a change. This brought out some lively 
criticism. Members put the pertinent ques- 
tion as to what they were there for; any- 
way. They declared the meetings had grown 
to be utterly valueless, They heard nothing 
but papers on dead subjects and were given 
no opportunity of exchanging views and 
discussing live topics in a way that. would 
make the gatherings of value to.those who 
attended, They wanted a convention in 
which the men in the body of the house, the 
men who really made up the convention, 
could take some part. 

Afraid to Trust the Members. 

These arguments did not appeal to the 
members of the Executive Council. They 
feared that a convention in which the mem- 
bers were allowed to conduct the business 
could never accomplish anything, and that 
a convention in which the members were al- 
lowed to act for themselves would surely 
result in ill-considered and unwise action. 
Mr. Farson’s motion to broaden the meet- 
ings was laid on the table. The resolution 
which William H. Rhawn introduced yester- 
day with refeernce to legalizing clearing- 
house. certificates was turned down. His 
plan was to secure legislation permitting the 
Controller of the Currency to count clear- 
ing-house certificates as cash in a national 
bank reserve up to two-thirds of the re- 
serve required. The plan did not meet with 
approval, and the resolution pledging the 
influence of the association to secure such 
legislation was voted down. 

A feature of the closing moments of the 
convention was the presentation to the.re- 
tiring President, Mr. Odell, of a gavel made 
from one of a group of thirteen trees plant- 
ed by Alexander Hamilton. The association 
has been invited to meet next year at Nash- 
ville. A committee appeared before the Ex- 
ecutive Council this evening to urge the 
claims of that city. 


FURNACE COAL STOCKS ARE LOW. 


Shortage of Cars Caused by More Profitable 
Autumn Trafic. 

Few people realize the critical condition of 
the Chicago coal market. Though sons 
maintain they take a rosy view of the . situa- 
tion the fact remains that many persons huve 
noceal, One of the largest dealers in uh 
city yesterday advanced his wholesale price 
to $5.50 a ton, which is equal to $6.50 at re- 
tail. A prominent retail dealer, reviewing 
the condition of affairs, said: 

„Should one take the trouble to visit the 
large docks, where coal is stored for winter 
consumption, he would find a dearth of fur- 
nace coal. The same conditions exist in the 
country. This is shown by the number of 
telegrams continually received by the large 
jobbers, who are practically unable to fill 
these orders. Nor are they able to give much 
encouragement for probable improvement in 
the situation. 

It is impossible to suggest an immediate 
remedy, but if large consumers of coal would 
place their orders for summer delivery the 
small retail trade could be easily taken care of 
later. Fewhave any conception of the amount 
of merchandise that has to be moved in the 
fall trade, which takes the cars which could 
be rendily utilized in summer, Many people 
ridicule the idea there is a shortage in cars, 
but there is more money for the railroad com - 
panies in the transportation of other. com- 
modities than coal and consequently they re- 
serve their cars to take care of this trade.

Washington, D. C., Oct. 17.—{8pecial.]—

the- Treasury Department to rent buildings 
for the accommodation of the public while 
the new Postoffice and Custom-House is in 
course of.construction, the contest has nar- 
rowed down to two pieces of property, the 

Rand-MecNally and Manhattan Buildings. 

All that remains to be settled now is which 
building will give the best burglar-proof 
vault and the most floor space for the trans- 
action of business and the accommodation 
of the public, There is not much difference 
in the amount stipulated in the bids for the 
rental of these two buildings, and each 

‘guaranteed to furnish 16,010 square feet of 

floor space. In the three proposals of the 

Manhattan. Building the figures for rent 

were placed at $14,800, $16,000, and $18,000, 

a difference being made according to the 

style of vaults for the use of the Subtreas- 

ury. This building, it was stated, could be 
turned over to the government within three 
months from the time the bid was accepted. 

So far as the Rand-McNally Building was 

concerned, there were also several proposi- 

tions submitted, but the highest rent asked 
was $16,150. If only one vault was required 

the rent would be 315,800, and $15,000 if a 

specially construct vault should be used. 

Without these vaults being made to order 

the rent wolld be $14,500, and if no vaults 

were required the figures would be $11,000 

In the event of separate quarters being 
provided for the Internal Revenue Collectar, 

Fension Agent, and Marine Hospital Serv- 

ice, the rent would be $13,010. For a separ- 

ate office for the Pension Agent suitable 
space would be rented at $5,000 per annum. 

Fossession can be given within ninety days.

Milwaukee 
followed the example by undertaking a vil- 
lage organization Feb. 27, 1837, with a popu- | 
lation of about 300. By that time the people 
of Chicago were getting ready to take on the 
dignity ot à city, the act of incorporation 
being dated March 4, or less than a week 
later, and our first municipal election was | 
held the first ‘Tuesday in May, with a pop- 
ulation of 4479. Milwaukee took on similar 
honors a little less than nine years later, the 
act of incorporation being dated Jan. 31, 
1846, about which time the population was 
9,500, while ours was 14,169. Chicago began 
the construction of its present system of 
water supply in March, 1864, and that of 
Milwaukee was begun in 1872, being eight 
years later. The first fire engine company 
was organized in Chicago in December, 1835, 
and in Mitwaukee in 1840. Several large 
fires have occurred in Milwaukee, but that 
city is to be congratulated on having falled 
to take as an example our disaster of Octo- 
ber, 1871, though it also has lacked a corre- 
sponding stimulus to growth as a result of 
such a visitation. The present population 

of Milwaukee is little more than three times 
what it was in 1871, while ours of today & 
six times the number of those who were 
here just previous 1 to the big fire. 


THE BEGINNINGS OF MILW AUKEE an

The celebration at Milwaukee this wih 
of he? fiftieth anniversary asa city brings 
to mind the great question which agitated 
Eastern people going West fifty years ago. 
Between 1840 and 1850. there was a great 
division of opinion among the Qhioans, . 
Pennsylvahiahs, New-Yorkers, and New-. 
Englanders who were contemplating follow- 
ing Horace Greeley’s advice of going West 
and growing up with the country as to 
which of the two places, Milwaukee or 
Chicago, would be the leading city on the 
west shore of Lake Michigan and keep the 
lead. The majority of them were of opin- 
ion that Milwaukee was the coming city of 


the great West—except St. Louis, which 


would stand first. 3 

The most of the immigrants of that day 
looking for homes came West by Water, 
taking steamer at Cleveland or Buffalo.’ 
The first place at which they stopped was 
Milwaukee. They found it located on 
high ground, well drained, and a very 
handsome site for a great eity. From there 
they usually went out to Rock River, 
thence to the Mississippi near Galena, 
thence down to Rock Island, thence across 
the prairies eastward to Chicago, and from 
here back home again to Cleveland or Buf- 
falo by steamer, for there were no railroads 
then to return by on the west side of the 
lake. These travelers’ in the majority of 
cases related that they had found Chicago 
a low, damp, flat, swampy, undrained placc, 
and with a bad climate on account of the 
dampness, but all the same a bustling, 
breezy place, and its people having an an- 
ticipation of good times coming when the 
Michigan Canal should be finished. They 
didn’t like its wooden buildings, erected 
on posts, or its board pavements, its wooden 
sidewalks. on stilts of varying height, its 
swamps and its sand N about Calumet, 


as ¢omparéed with the soil, rolling 


| prairies, beatitifal Add lakes, and fine 


country west of Milwaukee: but they were 
forced to confess that Chicago was full of 
wide-awake, bustling real estate agents, 
lawyers, merchants, builders, bankers, etc. 
It also made a great impression upon 
tourists that Milwaukee was 100 miles 
nearer to Cleveland and Buffalo by water 
than Chicago, and that it had a better har- 
bor and eiſtranee and deeper water for ves- 
sels, while the’ Chicago River was a nar- 
row, crooked, shallow, stagnant bayou. 
These were in substance the opinions of 
the majority of the tourists who fifty years 
ago were contémplating moving westward 
of Lake Michigan from the older States, 
and who eame here to spy out the land. 
Later the news came that the Illinois and 
Michigan Canal was completed, and was 
bringing grain from the interior of the 
State and ‘tebaeco’ from St Louis to Chi- 


cago, that there ‘was much business be- 


ing transacted here, and that the city was 
forging ahead of Milwaukee.

FOR UNIFORM CLASSIFICATIONS. 

The various railroad associations of the 
United States and Canadas are invited to 
send representatives to a conference with 
a committee of State Railroad Commis- 
sioners to be held in New York City next 
Wednesday. The object is to consider the 
subj of uniform freight classifications 
on the various. lines in the different sec- 


vague, 


tions of the country. This is one of the 


most important reforms that can engage. 
the attention of transportation officials, 
and it well may be hoped that a radical 
change in methods will result from the 
movement thus set on foot. 


Differences in the mode of classifying. 
‘freight are one great cause of inequality 
rand gross injustice in the charges made for 


equal amounts of service over different 
lines. The same kind of freight that is 
rated in the first class by some lines is put 
in thé second class by others, and so on 
through the entire list of classes. ‘The con- 
sequence is that while the same rates, or 
nearly the same, nominally prevail, the 
merchants of one city often are able to un- 
dersell those of another city which is much 
nearer to the customer on important lines 
of goods, solely because of lower freight 
charges per 100 pounds or per carload, as 
the case may be. And it is known that in 
some instances the classification has been 
arranged for the express purpose of pre- 
venting the merchants of one section from 
competing with those of some other sec- 
tion on certain kinds of goods. 

The railroad classifications: of freight 
range all the way from bad to about the 
worst that can be. The least bad are high- 
ly objectionable, as they are based more or 
less on the theory of making each kind of 
freight pay all the freight it will bear, in- 
stead of on the principle of charging in pro- 
portion to the amount of service rendered. 
The latter would not by any means require 
that the same number of cents per ton per 
mile should be charged on coal, grain, 
meats, lire stock, teas, cotton, cloth, and 
every other kind of freight. On the con- 
trary, it would allow cognizance to be taken 
of the difference in cost of open and closed 
cars, in time occupied In loading, switching, 
and other elements of detention at each end 
of the journey, and relative risk of loss by 
damage to the goods or their destruction 
while in care of the carrying corporation, 
with other items that properly might be 
taken account of by the railroad officials as 
éntering into the actual net cost of the serv- 
ice. But anything outéide of this line of 


reasoning on difference of rating is unfair 
to some interest or other, and if put into 


practice is an offense against the spirit if 
not the letter of the inter-State cOmmerce 
law. For the object of that law was the 
preventing of unjust discriminations of all 
kinds by which some persons, sections, or 
interests are made to pay part of the cost 
of transportation for others. It is equally 
unfair to charge more for carrying teas than 
the service is worth by comparison with 
grain, as it is to give a discriminative rebate 
to only one or two of several persons en- 
gaged in shipping wheat at the same nom- 
inal rates from one point to another. 


It would be well for the country, and no 


worse for the stockholders of the railroad 
companies, if this rank injustice of freight 

grading were abolished. But it may be too 
much to expect it from voluntary action by 
the railroad officials, as by keeping up 
these artificial ratings they magnify their 
office for the benefit of themselves and 
friends. Nevertheless it-is not impossible 
that the officials will agree to reduce to a 
minimum the minor evil in the near future,

SUN SPOTS AND THE WEATHER. 

In the latest issued number of the Month- 
ly Weather Review, which is published un- 
der authority of the Chief of the Weath- 
er Bureau, Prof. F. H. Bigelow states the 
results of prolonged observations on the con- 
nection between sun spots and the weath- 
er. There is a well-established periodic 
action in the magnetic field, which is con- 
nected with the rotation of the sun at his 
equator. The period is 26.67928 days, which 
does not fall short more than one-tenth of a 
day in fifty years, as proven by the compar- 
ison ot observations made in 1841 with those 
of the present time. It is concluded that 
the solar action has the power to invert the 
entire atmospheri¢ movement not only in 
the United States but over the whole hemi- 
Sphere of the earth. The inference seems 

very simple thaf if this magnetic field can 
maintain an order of high and low baromet- 
ric areas and can invert the order then this

TURKEY ae ABMENIAN QUES- 

At last the reluctant Turk has accepted 
the scheme for reform in Armenia drawn 
up by Great Britain, France, and Russia 
and unless the government has not exhaust- 
ed its evasive ingenuity it will receive the 
signature of the Sultan and go into force at 
once. The original demand of the powers 
Was made over six months ago and during 
this period the Turks have not alone man- 
aged to evade it by promises made only to be 
broken but the massacres ef Armenians 
have continued. It was only when they 
broke out in the streets of Constantinople 
that the powers, whose patience was at last 
exhausted, made a final and peremptory 
demand, and to that demand the Turkish 


Premier has given his assent. 


The scheme as agreed upon provides that 
the Governors and Vice-Governors of Ar- 
menian provinces shall be Christian or Mus- 
sulmen, according to the majority sentiment 
of the people, but one or the other of the two 
must be a Christian and the appointments 
will be under the supervision of the powers 
The collection of taxes will be taken out of 
the hands of Turkish governmental agents 
and placed in those of local officials, who 
must reserve enough revenue for the costs 
of local administration before sending the 
remainder to Constantinople. The judicial 
system will be so remodeled that Christians 
may have justice. Torture will be abol- 
ished. The*prisons will be under surveil- 
lance. The police will be composed equally 
of Christians and Turks and the laws 
against forcible conversions to Islamism 
will be rigidly enforced. Fortunately for 
the prospects of this scheme its execution 
will be placed in the hands ot a Christian. 
To have trusted it to the Turk would ha ve 
made it a fiasco unless the powers were 
ready to stand over him constantly and 
compel enforcement of the reforms. 

It will not be safe, however, to assume 
that the Armenian question is finally settled 
until the Sultan has signed the agreement. 
Nven then it may require the application of 
force to earry out the scheme. There are 
grave fears that the Kurds cannot be re- 
strained from killing and plundering the 
Armenian Ohbristiana. Again, there are

itself which may leave the Sultan powerless 
to carry out any agreement and which may 
sweep him off his throne. His own’ Mo- 
hammedan subjects are discontented with 
him and, if all reports dre true, this discon- 
tent may break out into revolution against 
the dynasty of Othman which for almost 
600 years and from the foundation of the 
empire has ruled Turkey and which is now 
represented by Abdul Hamid II. There is 
a feeling of unrest at Constantinople and 
low whispered menaces of violence against 
the palate government are heard. Should 
an outbreak occur it may yet be necessary 


for the powers to interfere, or should the } 


Sultan fail to carry out the scheme of re- 
form they will be compelled to resort to 
force. In either case the civilized world 
would regard it as a propitious time for 
driving the Turk out of Europe altogether 
and partitioning his empire among those 
who would rule it in the interests of human- 
ity and civilization. 


THE MIDNIGHT CLOSING ORDINANCE. 

Thirty-two North Side saloonkeepers were 
in court yesterday charged with keeping | 
open after midnight in violation of a city or- 
dinance adopted in the summer of 1874 at 
the request of the saloonkeepers themselves, 
most of whom wanted to shut up at that 
hour, but who felt obliged to Keep open all 
night if other saloonkeepers did 80. 

At that time the old saloon license ordi- 
nance declared that no liquor should be sold | 
on Sunday. In November of 1878 Colvin, 
the Mayoralty candidate of those opposed 
to the enforcement of this part of the liquor | 
ordinance, was elected over Bond by a two- 
thirds majority. A Sunday saloon Council ' 
was also elected and early in 1874 it passed 
and the Mayor signed a new saloon ordi- | 
nance which was satisfactory to the liquor 
sellers. 

By this liberal ordinanée it was provided 
that liquor could be sold on Sunday if the 
saloon doors were shut and the curtains 
drawn. The midnight-closing ordinance, 
which was a separate one, was not repba led 
or modified. The saloonkeepers who con- 
trolled the Council did not ask that it be 
done and did not want it to be done. They 
wished to be protected against the greed of 
a few saloonists who kept open all night in 
order to catch the late customers. 

That ordinance has remained in force ever 
since and still has the approval of a vast 
majority of the saloonkeepers, for if it did 
not they would have secured repeal at any 
time during the last twenty years. It has 
been enforced spasmodically against the 
night owls sipee it was passed in 1874. The 
present Council would pass by a two-thirds 
vote over Mayor Swift's veto a repealing or- 
dinance if asked to do so by their liquor- 
selling constituents. 

The saloonkeepers who were in court yes- 
terday have violated an ordinance their own 
class of men passed and which nine-tenths 
of the saloonkeepers would like to observe 
for their own sakes. They want to get to 


bed about midnight and don’t want to keep 


their bars open all night.

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DESTRUCTION OF SEAL LIFE. 
The Governor of Alaska in his annual re- 
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port to the Secgetary of the Interior con- } 


tirms the recent statements which have been 
made from various sources as to the rapid 
destruction of seal life in and about the 
waters of Bering Sea because of the opera- 
tions of the Canadian poachers and of Brit- 
ish violation of the findings of the Paris 
tribunal. The Governor says: 

No one at all familiar with the past history of 
the islands can look upon the deserted rookeries to- 
day and not realize with crushing force how great 
has been the diminution of seal Mfe, especially of 
{he reproductive class, the females, The claims ot 
the Canadians and the British that the excessive 
killing of seals on land is the cause of the derle- 
tion is disproved by the statistics. On the rook- 
eries now there are many male seals, while the 
females are scarce. The diminution is due direct- 
ly to the killing at sea, where no discrimination 
ean be made as to the sex of the seals. Better pro- 
tection must be granted them than is afforded by 
the Paris tribunal. The schooners have not been
